6  Teachers  Not  To  Return; 
Expect  Smaller  Enrollment

In  view  of  an  anticipated  drop  in  student  enrollment  at 
Wartburg  next  fall,  the  faculty  here  will  be  reduced  by  six 
members  whose  contracts  will  not  be  renewed  for  the  coming 
school  year,  according  to  Dr.  C.  H.  Becker,  president. 

Decision  to  cut  the  faculties  in  all  the  colleges  of  the

Cobb  to  Work  On  Doctor's  Degree. 

Departments  affected  by  the  retrenchment  here  will  be  music, 
English,  speech,  Christianity,  natural  sciences  and  athletics. 

Thomas  D.  Cobb,  associate  professor  of  English,  who  has  been 
teaching  courses  in  American  literature,  creative  writing  and  Milton, 
will  take  one  year's  leave  of  absence  to  continue  his  work  toward  a 
doctor's  degree.  Mrs.  Flora  L.  Landis,  added  just  last  year  to  the 
music  faculty  as  piano  instructor,  will  also  take  advanced  graduate 
work  in  her  field. 

No  decision  has  as  yet  been  made  concerning  the  speech  depart¬ 
ment,  except  that  one  of  the  two  instructors  there  will  not  return 
next  fall.  In  the  department  of  Christianity,  the  Rev.  Werner  C. 
Fritschel  this  week  accepted  a  call  to  a  rural  congregation  at  Palmer 
in  northeastern  Iowa.  Mr.  Fritschel  has  been  head  of  the  department 
since  last  year.  Presumably,  one  of  the  present  members  of  the  de¬ 
partment  will  assume  Fritschel’s  position  when  he  leaves  at  the  end 
of  the  current  semester. 

Weber  Accepts  Job  At  Wayne  University. 

Biology  department  has  already  been  reduced  due  to  the  res¬ 
ignation  of  Fred  Weber,  who  left  some  weeks  ago  to  accept  a  position 
at  Wayne  University,  where  he  will  take  graduate  study  while  teaching 
part-time. 

In  the  athletics  department,  Coach  Melvin  C.  Nelson  will  not 
return  to  the  campus  next  year.  “Nellie"  has  been  athletic  director  of 
st.  Paul's  the  college  for  two  years  besides  functioning  as  head  football  coach 
and  wrestling  mentor.  He  introduced  the  mat  sport  to  Wartburg  four 
Mudent  y ears  ago,  and  his  teams  since  then  have  won  three  consecutive  Iowa 
Raymond  conference  championships.  His  grapplers  are  after  their  fourth  con¬ 
secutive  title  this  afternoon  in  the  Knights  gymnasium, 
room  -2  Hertel  To  Become  Athletic  Director. 

"Noah,”  According  to  present  plans,  the  position  of  athletic  director  will 
be  assumed  by  Dr.  Elmer  W.  Hertel,  head  of  the  biology  department, 
who  held  the  position  before  Coach  Ax  Bundgaard  came  to  Wartburg 
p  ^Noah  "  four  years  ago.  In  any  event,  none  of  the  present  sports  program  will 
be  dropped  in  spite  of  the  reduction  in  the  coaching  staff.  Although 
st.  Paul's  pians  are  as  yet  incomplete,  it  is  expected  that  the  load  will  be  divided 
urnameni  among  the  remaining  members  of  the  staff. 

"I  want  to  emphasize  the  fact  that,  in  spite  of  this  cut-back  in 

-  the  faculty,  our  curriculum  will  not  be  limited  next  year,"  added  Dr. 

Becker.  “We  will  not  drop  any  courses  now  being  offered.  Some 
classes  will  have  fewer  sections,  resulting  in  increased  enrollment  in 
the  remaining  ones,  and  some  courses  may  be  offered  alternately

According  to  some  men,  most  of  the  mistakes  we  have  made  ii 
last  few  years  can  be  traced  to  the  evil  influence  of  Communists 
government.  As  a  popular  theory,  this  belief  is  partly  true.  It  a 
provides  an  effective  smoke  screen,  hiding  from  our  eyes  the  ri 
cause  of  many  of  our  failures.  The  time  has  come  to  disperse  this  fo 
Kremlin  masterplanners  certainly  are  not  depending  upon  the 
few  traitors  who  still  have  not  been  detected.  They  believe  that 
our  downfall  will  come  because  of  weaknesses  in  our  democratic 
system.  They  see  a  dry  rot  at  work,  slowly  eating  out  the  moral 
fiber  of  our  national  strength.  Creeping  along  almost  undetected, 
this  decay  affects  leaders  and  citizens  alike.  What  the  communists 
say  has  a  good  deal  of  truth  in  it,  for  even  today  much  of  r 
strength  is  dissipated  in  futility.  The  aroused  efforts  of 
Americans  are  needed  to  scrape  away  the  diseased  portions 
our  body  politic. 

Every  citizen  is  aware  of  the  corruption  and  dishonesty  exi 
in  his  government.  He  knows  of  the  public  servant  who  moul 
patriotic  anti-communist  diatribes  while  misappropriating  the  funds 
the  taxpayer.  He  hears  of  the  cynical  perjury  of  men  called  to  accou 
for  their  actions.  Stealing  and  lying  are  hard  words  in  our  time 
clever  excuses,  but  what  else  can  we  call  these  activities?  The  citiz 
shakes  his  head  over  the  ethical  emptiness  of  these  officials.  Yet  the 
men  are  no  more  hypocritical  than  the  citizen  who  does  nothing. 

What  have  citizens  to  boast  of,  anyway?  Would  our  public 
servants  be  so  corrupt  if  they  felt  the  constant  stimulus  of  our 
interest  and  concern?  It  is  our  criminal  apathy— our  attitude  ol 
what's-the-use — that  encourages  the  growth  of  these  parasites. 
The  continued  supervision  of  all  its  citizens  is  absolutely  essential 
if  our  form  of  government  is  to  survive.  The  Constitution  and 
our  democratic  traditions  are  the  basis  of  our  rights;  our  constant 
participation  is  the  only  guarantee  that  we  will  keep  them. 

Scandals,  confusion,  corruption,  perjury — these  should  shock 
out  of  our  indifference.  If  they  are  not  successful,  the  men  in  Mosct 
may  eventually  have  an  easy  time  of  it.  Individually  and  as  a  nat 
we  must  rouse  ourselves  and  cut  away  all  that  is  rotten.  With 
inner  strength  secure,  we  can  again  hold  our  rightful  place  as 
leader  of  all  free  nations.

Discusses  Religion. 

Discussing  the  religious  life  of 
the  Hindu,  Chell  stated: 

“The  thing  that  strikes  the  vis¬ 
itor  most  strongly  when  he  first 
becomes  acquainted  with  the  re¬ 
ligious  life  of  the  people  is  the 
fact  that  they  are  so  much  more 
sincere  than  many  Christians.  Re¬ 
ligion  is  an  integral  part  of  their 
lives,  affecting  vitally  their  ev¬ 
eryday  actions. 

“You  don’t  have  to  convince  a 
Hindu  that  there  is  a  God  or  an 
afterlife.  He  knows  it.  and  has 
known  it  ever  since  he  learned 
how  to  think.” 

Love  Is  Lacking. 

There  are  millions  of  gods  in 
the  Hindu  religion,  but  no  God 
of  love.  The  people  are  affected 
by  the  inherent  hopelessness  of 
their  religion,  he  added. 

Although  the  literacy  rate  is 
still  at  an  extreme  low,  the  edu¬ 
cational  system  is  rapidly  im¬ 
proving.  The  Russians  are  taking 
advantage  of  this  fact  by  flood¬ 
ing  the  country  with  propaganda 
material,  both  in  English  and  in 
the  native  dialects.  The  lack  of 
Bibles  in  the  vernacular  may 
prove  disastrous  in  the  coming 
struggle  for  the  allegiance  of  In¬ 
dia,  he  concluded.
